Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Wilson  and  Gentlemen, 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for 
the  year  1958. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,075  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified,  860  of  which  were  measles.  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  a 
further  97  notifications,  25  more  than  the  average  for  the  preceding 
five  years.  There  were  35  cases  of  dysentry,  more  than  last  year  but 
considerably  below  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  remarkable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough 
is  the  subject  of  comment  later  in  the  text. 

The  introduction  of  so  many  new  types  of  vaccination  and  immunis- 
ation has  necessitated  a chapter  in  the  report  solely  devoted  to  this 
subject. 

The  number  of  accidental  deaths  in  the  district  has  been  a matter 
of  concern  during  the  year,  and  consequently  a paragraph  has  been 
introduced  indicating  the  causal  factors.  It  will  be  observed  that 
every  fatal  accident  occurring  in  the  home  was  the  result  of  falling. 
It  is  our  future  intention  to  stage  a small  public  exhibition  stressing 
the  causes  of  Home  Accidents  and  their  prevention. 

Following  the  Windscale  incident,  the  officers  of  the  department 
have  had  some  preliminary  instruction  regarding  the  hazards  which 
may  arise  from  the  civil  uses  of  radiation  and  disposal  of  radio-active 
wastes. 

The  Council  have  shown  their  interest  by  resolving  that  ap- 
propriate courses  on  this  and  related  subjects  be  attended  as  and  when 
they  are  convened. 

The  Cleansing  Station  at  Bramcote  was  not  used  during  the  year, 
although  a few  children  had  to  be  excluded  from  school  for  head 
infestation. 
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The  prolonged  and  persistent  fog  which  prevailed  in  the  closing 
months  of  1958  and  which  was  a considerable  factor  in  the  high  rate 
of  respiratory  infection  in  the  early  months  of  the  following  year, 
acted  as  a stimulant  to  the  planning  of  a programme  for  improving 
atmospheric  conditions.  Details  of  the  scheme,  which  were  prepared 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  are  given  in  his  report.

Assuming  that  the  population  figure  given  by  the  Registrar 

General  is  accurate,  the  Birth  rate  in  the  district  is  higher  than  at 
any  time  since  1949,  while  the  Death  Rate  has  also  risen  and  is  above 
that  recorded  in  any  year  since  1951. 

While  the  death  rate  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole  and  the  average  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire 
the  Birth  Rate  is  higher  than  either . 
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Of  the  546  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  district  271,  or  49.6% 
were  over  70  years  of  age  and  392  or  71.8%  had  reached  their  60th 
birthday. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  and  is  above  that  for 
both  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  and  the  average  for  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Nottinghamshire.

Of  the  23  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  13 
were  in  the  first  month  of  life. 

The  deaths  occurring  in  the  neonatal  period  were  in  eleven 
cases  due  to  prematurity  and  three  of  these  were  triplets  and  one  a 
twin.  One  of  the  premature  births  also  had  multiple  congenital  defects. 
A full-term  birth  in  this  group  died  of  infection  and  congenital  defects 
of  brain  and  spine,  the  remaining  death  being  due  to  broncho  pneu- 
monia. 
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The  deaths  of  the  remaining  10  children  in  the  1-12  months 
group  were  in  7 cases  due  to  congenital  defects,  while  two  died  of 
infections  of  the  lung  and  one  following  an  acute  nephritis.

Deaths  from  cancer  have  shown  a 50°'q  increase  over  the  average 
number  occurring  in  the  previous  five  years. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  has  shown  an  identical  percentage  increase. 

During  the  six  years  under  review,  there  were  116  deaths  from 
Lung  Cancer,  and  of  these  only  13  occurred  in  females. 

Of  the  28  who  died  in  1958  eight  were  under  60  years  of  age. 
Investigation  into  their  employment  revealed  nothing  of  significance  ; 
their  smoking  habits  were  not  known. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Thrombosis  remained 
fairly  static  during  the  past  six  years,  and  in  1958  was  slightly  below 
the  average.

MORBIDITY  AND  MORTALITY  DUE  TO  ACCIDENTS 

(a)  On  the  roads  of  this  district  during  1958  there  were  reported 
323  accidents,  resulting  in  two  deaths,  69  persons  seriously 
injured  and  156  who  sustained  trauma  of  a minor  character. 

Of  the  two  who  died,  one  was  a motor  cyclist  and  the  other 
a pillion  rider.  The  latter  was  not  wearing  a crash  helmet. 

(b)  The  following  four  residents  of  the  district  died  as  a result  of 
accidents  occurring  on  roads  outside  the  area.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
LTban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  four  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  and  the  caller’s 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 


Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
88771.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call : — 

His  or  her  name  and  address. 

Name  and  address  of  patient. 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required. 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 
The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proflFered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 


It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recoiDmeiiding  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  he  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  'I'he  ambulance 
service  may  be  abusetl  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
3/3d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  now  two  hfty-place  non-residential  Day  Nurseries 
within  the  district,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 

There  is  a waiting  list  for  Beeston  Nursery. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required.

(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwcll  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
hy  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  wx-ekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  months 
October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor  s certificate  , three 
masseurs  (two  from  the  General  Hospital  and  one  from  the  Red 
Cross  Detachment)  being  engaged. 


Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 

Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  IMcdical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

The  patients  arc  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  witli  Benzyl  Benzoate. 
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A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  tor  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 


Health  PIducation 

Lectures  on  the  various  aspects  of  Public  Health  were  given  to 
several  organisations  within  the  district. 


Posters  concerning  Immunisation,  Safety  in  the  Home  and 
Tuberculosis  have  been  displayed  in  the  Libraries,  Clinics  and  Public 
Offices  during  the  year.  Special  reference  has  been  made  to  the 
association  of  smoking  and  lung  cancer. 

Health  Visitors  and  members  of  the  Health  Education  Department 
of  the  County  Council  have  given  informal  talks  to  mothers  during 
clinical  sessions.

It  is,  therefore,  planned  to  give  publicity  to  this  danger  during 
the  first  week  of  November,  1959. 


SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  iiotiHcation  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 
procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

1.  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

There  were  two  confirmed  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  during 
the  year.  The  first  notification  on  January  7th  was  a child  of  9 years, 
a school  contact  of  a case  occurring  in  the  previous  year. 

The  other  case  was  a young  woman  aged  21  years,  notified  on 
3.5.58.  She  was  one  of  a family  of  eight  but  faecal  samples  from  other 
members  of  the  family  proved  negative  and  there  was  no  spread  of 
the  disease. 

The  cases  in  question  had  not  been  immunised  against  ‘polio’. 

2.  Diptheria 

Although  during  the  previous  six  years  no  case  of  Diptheria 
has  been  notified  within  the  district  and  our  immunisation  percentages 
are  being  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level,  there  remains  a potential 
danger  to  the  15%  of  children  who  are  not  so  protected.  While  I 
have  been  in  this  district  there  have  been  12  cases  notified  and  one 
young  schoolchild  carries  a tracheotomy  scar — a mute  testimony  to 
the  dangers  which  may  still  beset  those  who  fail  to  take  advantage 
of  immunisation. 

3.  Dysentery 

35  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  a table 
showing  the  occurrence  in  each  quarter  by  age  groups  is  included 
below. 

Laboratory  investigation  has  shown  that  most  of  the  cases  were 
due  to  a Sulphonamide  resistant  strain  of  Shigella  Sonne,  and  the 
best  results  from  treatment  were  obtained  by  using  Oral  Streptomycin. 

Dysentery  will  continue  to  spread  as  long  as  members  of  the 
public  fail  to  wash  their  hands  after  personal  toilet  and  before  hand- 
ling food.  Rinsing  under  running  water,  which  has  become  conven- 
tional does  not  render  the  hands  safe.  Washing  has  to  be  thorough  with 
a plentiful  lather  of  soap,  hot  water  and  nail  brush.

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Food  Poisoning 

There  was  no  epidemic  during  the  year.  Only  six  separate  cases 
of  food  poisoning  were  confirmed  and  of  these  one  occurred  in  each 
of  the  2nd  and  4th  quarters  of  the  year,  while  the  other  four  were 
in  the  3rd  quarter.  In  5 cases  Salmonella  Typhimurium  was  found 
to  be  the  organism  concerned,  while  in  the  other  case  the  agent  was 
not  discovered. 

In  no  case  was  a particular  food  found  to  be  responsible. 


Influenza 

During  January  the  epidemic  of  1957  continued  on  a very  di- 
minished scale  and  four  deaths  resulted,  three  in  men  whose  ages 
ranged  from  46-56  years.  The  other  death  was  of  a female  aged  81 
years,  in  the  first  week  of  March. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Both  notifications  were  received  early  in  January  and  referred 
to  home  confinements.  One  was  due  to  endometritis,  while  the  second 
was  due  to  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  occurring  two  days  after  the  birth. 

Measles 

There  were  860  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year,  the  vast 
majority  of  which  occurred  in  the  2nd  and  3rd  Quarters.  Eight  cases 
had  to  be  admitted  to  hospital,  but  no  deaths  resulted. 


Scarlet  Fever 

The  number  of  notifications,  97,  was  higher  than  at  any  time 
since  1953,  but  the  increased  incidence  did  not  seem  to  be  accompanied 
by  any  greater  virulence.  Most  cases  were  very  mild.  There  were 
5 admissions  to  hospital  and  no  fatalities.  The  cases  were  scattered 
fairly  evenly  throughout  the  year  with  a slight  increase  in  notifications 
occurring  in  the  1st  and  4th  quarters. 


Tuberculosis 

The  notifications  continue  to  drop,  there  being  29  new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  reported  and  six  non-pulmonary  cases. 
There  was  no  notification  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis  during  the  year, 
and  fewer  cases,  33,  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium. 

There  was,  however,  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  fatal 
cases,  five,  as  compared  with  one  in  1957.  All  were  chronic  cases 
in  middle  age  (48-61  years)  and  died  either  of  pulmonary  embolism 
or  congestive  heart  failure.  One  was  an  old  case  of  pneumoconiosis 
(a  miner).

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  only  9 notifications  during  1958,  a much  lowe 
figure  than  in  any  year  since  the  war,  the  next  lowest  being  36,  10 
years  ago. 

How  much  this  is  due  to  the  introduction  of  mass  Whooping 
Cough  immunisation  is  a matter  that  only  the  future  can  decide. 
As  combined  Whooping  Cough/Diptheria  immunisation  was  intro- 
duced three  years  ago,  we  well  may  be  reaping  the  fruits  of  our  labours.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

This  function  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  acting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  as 
an  Agent  of  the  County  Council. 


An  intense  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  campaign  has  con- 
tinued through  the  year,  especially  in  regard  to  Poliomyelitis,  for  which 
vaccine  has  become  available  in* increased  quantities.  I should  like 
to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  team  of  clerical  and  nursing  staff 
who  have  worked  so  efficiently  and  given  of  their  evenings  to  enable 
this  project  to  be  so  successful. 

1.  Diptheria  . 

In  February  1958  a Circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  stating  that  as  there  was  statistical  evidence  that  certain 
prophylactics  involved  some  risk  of  provoking  paralysis  due  to  Polio- 
myelitis, supplies  of  alum  containing  toxoids  would  be  discontinued 
and  that  Formol  Diptheria  Toxoid  (FT)  and  Diptheria  Toxoid 
antitoxin  floccules  (TAF)  would  be  substituted. 

During  the  year  347  young  children  completed  a course  of  im- 
munisation against  Diptheria,  and  318  were  given  a booster  dose  at 
school  entry,  under  Public  Health  Department  arrangements.  A 
further  423  children  were  immunised  by  their  General  Medical 
Practitioners  who  also  were  responsible  for  228  booster  doses. 

The  total  number  of  infants  immunised  was  770,  representing 
90%  of  the  children  who  normally  became  eligible  for  protection 
during  the  year.

2.  Smallpox 

Between  50 — 55°o  of  infants  oflFered  vaccination  against  smallpox 
were  presented  for  prophylactic  treatment.  The  obvious  apathy  on 
the  part  of  so  many  parents  is  reprehensible,  and  possibly  due  to  a 
false  sense  of  security,  as  there  has  been  no  case  within  the  area  for 
several  decades. 

Modern  progress  in  transportation,  however,  has  placed  the 
worlds  zones  of  endemic  Smallpox  but  a few  flying  hours  distant, 
and  there  is  an  ever  present  danger  that  personnel  in  the  early  stages 
of  incubation  may  arrive  unsuspectedly  into  our  community.

3.  Whooping  Cough 

The  Health  Department  immunised  344  infants  against  Whooping 
Cough  during  1958  and  98  were  given  a school  booster  dose.  A 
further  411  infants  were  given  a primary  immunisation  by  General 
Practitioners  and  141  a booster  dose. 

In  total  some  88%  of  eligible  infants  were  therefore  protected.

4.  Tuberculosis — B.C.G.  Vaccination 

Again  the  response  was  very  poor  and  in  one  school  with  a po- 
pulation of  550  pupils,  only  13  parents  replied  requesting  B.C.G. 
vaccination.

5.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  began  in  1956,  when  vaccination  was  offered  to  the 
1947-54  and  1955-56  age  groups,  and  on  19.11.57  Expectant  Mothers, 
infants  on  reaching  6 months,  the  1943-6  age  group  and  the  families 
of  Medical  Practitioners  and  other  at  risk  were  included,  and  in 
September,  1958  the  1933-42  age  groups  were  added,  as  supplies  of 
prophylactic  material  became  increasingly  available. 

Because  of  the  increased  burden  on  the  Department,  a clerk 
and  a nurse  were  employed  on  a sessional  basis,  and  the  help  of 
several  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  was  gratefully  accepted. 

The  Industrialists  in  the  area  co-operated  fully,  and  sessions  were 
arranged  in  working  hours  in  all  those  factories  in  which  reasonable 
numbers  of  the  15-25  years  group  were  employed.  The  response 
was  excellent,  and  in  one  large  concern  1,100  were  immunised  out 
of  a possible  1,300.  Relationships  between  the  Department  and  Factory 
Management  have  been  most  cordial. 

Evening  sessions  were  arranged  on  a Thursday  evening  on  four 
occasions  for  other  work  people  and  with  reasonably  good  results.

In  September  1958  permission  was  given  to  introduce  a Icc 
re-inforcing  dose  at  least  7 months  after  the  primary  injections  and 
during  the  following  3 months  1088  such  doses  were  given. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  & 51 

It  seemed  necessary  to  commence  action  under  Section  47  of 
the  Act  in  respect  of  an  aged  woman  resident  in  Beeston,  who  had 
been  bedridden  for  several  years  and  having  no  relatives  in  the  area 
had  been  cared  for  by  the  Home  Help  and  District  Nursing  Services. 
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Extensive  bed  sores  and  resulting  toxaemia  made  her  removal  to 
Hospital  necessary.  Eventually,  however,  she  withdrew  her  objection 
and  voluntarily  entered  hospital  where  she  subsequently  died. 

Funeral  arrangements  had  to  be  made  by  the  Local  Authority 
on  two  occasions  under  Section  50  of  the  Act. 

A man  aged  63  years  living  alone  in  Beeston  died  suddenly  in 
January.  He  had  no  close  relatives  and  the  duty  of  arranging  the 
burial  after  post-mortem  was  undertaken  by  the  Department.  The 
cost  of  interment  was  recovered  from  the  estate. 

A young  man  whose  family  were  impecunious  died  in  Stapleford 
in  November.  Funeral  arrangements  were  made  and  expenses  met 
by  the  Local  Authority. 


I am  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  co-operation  of  the 
local  press,  who  throughout  the  years  have  presented  a balanced  and 
accurate  account  of  Public  Health  activities,  and  have  refrained  from 
sensationalism  during  the  stress  of  recent  epidemics. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments 
and  of  Dr.  C.  W.  W.  Jeremiah  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  R. 
Brownhill  for  his  help  and  support  during  the  year,  and  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  industry.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1958. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Wilson  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  Report  on  the  environmental 
hygiene  services  of  the  district  for  the  year  1958. 

Housing  and  Slum  Clearance.  Since  the  publication  of  my 
last  Report  in  July,  1958,  a further  8 Areas,  involving  some  41  houses, 
have  been  included  in  Clearance  Orders,  and  another  45  Individual 
Unfit  houses  have  been  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders.  This 
brings  the  total  of  houses  dealt  with  either  individually  or  in  Clearance 
Areas  since  1950,  to  425,  necessitating  the  displacement  of  1,318 
persons.  The  details  of  this  work  are  set  out  later  in  the  Report. 


The  Rent  Act  1957.  The  number  of  applications  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  under  this  Act  has  now  dropped  to  a mere  trickle,  only 
22  having  been  received  during  the  year  ended  July,  1959  compared 
with  156  in  the  previous  twelve  months.  The  total  of  178  dealt  with 
since  the  commencement  of  the  Act  seems  a very  small  and  disap- 
pointing number  in  a district  of  some  17,000  houses.  A much  greater 
demand  was  expected.  Details  are  tabulated  later  in  the  Report. 


The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  The  Campaign  for  Clean  Air  took 
by  far  its  biggest  step  forward  in  June,  1959  when  the  Council  approved 
a scheme  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  district  with  Smoke  Control  Areas 
over  the  next  15  years.  We  are  informed  that  our  neighbours  in  the 
Long  Eaton  Urban  District  which  lies  to  our  south-west  (the  direction 
of  the  prevailing  wind)  have  decided  to  take  similar  action  over  a 
period  of  twenty  years,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  City  of  Nottingham, 
who  adjoin  us  from  north-east  to  south-east  and  have  already  made  a 
noticeable  start  at  Clifton,  are  contemplating  dealing  with  other 
areas  adjoining  this  Urban  District  within  the  next  5 to  6 years. 


And  so,  thanks  to  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  to  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  we  may  1 think,  with  some  justification  expect  that  within 
a very  few  years  the  air  we  breathe  and  the  food  we  eat  will  be  as  clean 
as  the  water  we  drink.  This  indeed  will  be  PROGRESS. 
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Clean  Air,  however,  will  not  be  achieved  without  a great  deal 
of  work,  and  a great  deal  of  co-operation  and  goodwill  on  the  part 
of  the  General  Public,  the  Fuel  Industries  and  the  British  Railways 
Consultations  with  these  latter  bodies  have  already  started  and  it  is 
intended  to  arrange  a Clean  Air  Exhibition  in  the  district  in  the 
reasonably  near  future,  to  publicise  this  Scheme. 

SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

12  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  1958,  10  from  Boreholes 
which  proved  satisfactory,  and  2 of  well  water  which  were  most  un- 
satisfactory. The  well  concerned  served  a very  isolated  house  and  the 
owner  was  advised  regarding  boiPng  or  chlorinating  the  water  before 
use.  The  provision  of  a mains  supply  is  being  investigated.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Once  more  I would  like  to  preface  this  section  of  my  Report 
with  a word  of  thanks  to  the  personnel  of  the  Cleansing  Services  for 
the  way  in  which  they  have  performed  their  work  over  the  past  12 
months.  As  I have  previously  written,  they  carry  out  what  is  admitted 
to  be  a not  too  pleasant  job  in  a reasonable  and  cheerful  manner, 
and  it  is  due  to  their  efforts  that  the  district’s  refuse  is  collected  and 
disposed  of  so  regularly  and  efficiently. 
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Refuse  Collection.  This  service  has  run  comparatively  smoothly 
during  the  year  and  in  the  main  a weekly  collection  has  been  main- 
tained. 

The  purchase  this  year  of  a further  Fore  and  Aft  tipping  rear 
loading  vehicle  to  replace  our  existing  spare  side  loader  will  complete 
our  change-over  to  rear-loading  vehicles.  Each  of  the  6 rounds  is 
operating  with  such  a vehicle  complete  with  low  loading  trailer. 

The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  undoubtedly  still  plays 
its  part  in  the  maintenance  of  a regular  collection. 

The  average  bonus  earned  per  man  per  week  during  the  twelve 
months  1-4-58 — 31-3-59  was  j^l.  Os.  5d.

Refuse  Disposal.  All  our  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  separation 
and  incineration.  The  plant  has  been  further  improved  during  the 
year  by  the  installation  of  2 new  conveyors  over  the  destructor  cells 
the  refuse  now  being  deposited  directly  into  the  furnaces  instead  of 
on  to  the  “ drying  hearth  ” as  previously  whence  it  was  shovelled 
manually  into  the  furnaces.  The  Council  have  approved  a scheme 
to  improve  further  the  dust  extraction  system  during  the  current 
year.

SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS 

A new  high  record  of  2,322  tons  of  materials  salvaged  was 
achieved  during  the  year,  but  a record  figure  in  value  was  prevented 
by  a drastic  fall  in  the  price  of  ferrous  metals  in  August,  1958,  but 
furtunately  we  still  have  been  able  to  dispose  of  all  our  stocks,  and 
in  this  respect  have  been  more  fortunate  than  many  other  local 
authorities. 
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Although  there  is  no  limitation  on  the  tonnage  of  Mixed  Papers 
and  Fibreboard  acceptable  by  the  Thames  Board  Mills,  the  tonnage 
of  Newspapers  has  been  further  restricted  and  they  are  still  unable 
to  take  any  books  and  magazines.  Alternative  markets  have  however 
been  found  for  these  grades.

As  before,  all  treatments  of  domestic  premises  were  carried 
out  free  of  charge,  those  in  business  premises  being  charged  for,  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Phsheries, 
from  whom  half  the  cost  of  this  service  was  recovered  until  the  31st 
March,  1959,  when  the  Block  Grant  System  was  introduced.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality 
of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory  test 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  of  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on 
a series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period, 
50  per  cent  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per 
cent  into  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent  into  Grade  3 
and  none  into  Grade  4. 

'The  above  results  can  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory.
